Once received by this firm, the Office Action was promptly returned to the Patent 
Office on June 17, 2004 as having been received in error. 

The error was recognized because the Office Action did not contain an attorney 
docket number that conformed to those used by the firm, Millen, White, Zelano & Branigan, 
P.C. and the application number did not conform to any applications for which the firm 
properly received correspondence. Therefore, the firm never recognized that this Office 
Action pertained to the above-identified application and never informed the applicant of this 
Office Action.

Arguments
